Important Arrest. 
On Tuesday last a stranger giving his name 
as J. H. Stewart, was arrested in Peoria, 
charged with forging endorsements on two cer- 
‘tain bills of exchange, for $1,000 each, left by 
him with the Central Bank for collection. These 
bills were drawn by the Merchants and Mechan- 
ies Bank of Troy, N. I., on the Metropolitan 
Bank in favor of Harwood and Cipperly. The 
latter had endorsed them over to Wm. S. Judd, 
of Faribault, Minn., and Wm. S. Judd had in 
return endorsed tiem to Stewart. The Trans- 
cript says: 
When Stewart came to write his own endorse- 
ment, similarity of thé writing with 
that in which they were endorsed over to him 
by Judd excited suspicion. The bank, however, 
took them for collection, and Stewart went off 
to return in due time for the proceeds. Infor- 
mation was at once dispatched to Troy, and it 
was learned that the drafts in question had been 
enclosed by Harwood & Cipperly to Wm. 8. 
Judd, in Faribault, Minn., by mail, and that 
Judd had written in regard to their non-recep- 
tion. An officer was accordingly placed iu the 
badk to await the return of Stewart, who was 
arrested as above stated on the charge of forg- 
ing the indorsement and signature of Judd. 
Stewart says that he is a miller; that on the 
15th of May, two days before the bills appear to 
have been drawn in Troy, he was married in St. 
Louis; that a w ward he started with 
his wife to Tennessee, and was on bis return 
home to Minnesota, when he received the bills 
by mail from one Stanton, of Preston, Fillmore 
County, Minnesota, with which he was to buy 
grain; that there isa man named Judd, living 
in Fillmore County, and how far be may have 
had connection with them he does not know. 
He knows nothing further than that he received 
them by mail for the purpose of n buying. 
Stewart further stated that his wife left Peoria 
on Monday morning taking with her a trunk iu 
which were the let ers from Stanton enclosin 
the drafts.

A Word About The Bridge. 


(Correspondence of the Press and Tribune. 
Rock Istanb, June 27, 1800, . 


No more erroneous impression has gone 
abroad concerning this city than that it was 
about used up on the construction of the rail- 
road Bridge, conceruing which so much stir has 
been made for some months past. The inter- 
ests of those concerned in the transporting of 
stuff and passengers were injured, but beyond 
that, Rock Island has not been a sufferer. Nor 
would her prominent citizens urge any objec- 
tions to the present bridge on that ground. 
They are not so selfish as to wish to make the 
whole business and traveling publie who traffic 
on the roads which the bridge connects pay a 
petty tribute, which, however favorable it might 
be to a certain portion of the citizens, would 
nevertheless be a serious public annoyance and 
damage. That the failure to maintain a bridge 
here would be an annoyance of the most seri- 
ous character to the land travel no one doubts. 
So strong is our reverence for old laws and 
antiquated customs, that we are prone toadhere 
to them even after society has outgrown the re- 
quirements which they enjoin. At that period 
in our advancement when nearly our only 
means of locomotion and transportation were 
by water, it was of the highest importance that 
those avenues through which it was carried on 
should be kept free from obstructions of what- 
ever kind. But there are or should be no priv- 
ileged classes among us. Our charter of rights 
is not based on the good of the few. It has 
been and is continually modified so as to be best 
adapted to meet the conveniencies and wants of 
the many. There is no reason why a hundred 
thousand persons and a million dollars’ worth 
of freight that seeks to cross the Mississippi 
river between Rock Island and Davenport 
should not have claims on the advantages and 
laws of the country equal to fifty thousand por- 
sons and half a million of freight that may pass 
by water up and down the river. When water 
commaniecation was almost the only available 
mode of tran known, then “ sailor's 
rights” were in the ascendant. But ben by 
the advancement of science and the progress 
of civilization new mode# of locomotion were 
introduced and new rights grew into importance 
it became necessary that certain modification 
of the common law should be made, so as to 
recognize those rights, then for the first time, 
created in the annals of the world. There is 
not claimed for land travel any exglusive priv- 
ileges, but only such a division of the common 
privileges as may be just and fair to each. ; 
No one proposes to throw an impassable 
chain across the Mississippi, and to stop-navi- 
gation, All that isasked is the chance to make 
a few resting points for such superstructures as 
the land travel must have for its transit, or be 
subject to constant annoyance, and at some sea- 
sons of the yeaz to severe loss to large commu- 
nities of people whose interests ere of far 
higher moment than any Chamber of Commerce 
or Railroad Company. 

It is far from belng a fred among 
the disinterested thinking men of Rock Island 
that the present bridge is an injury to the place. 
It is maintained as such, however, by all who 
might be supposed to be the gainers by the 
misfortunes‘ of those who would be incom- 
moded by its removal.
